An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
to obtain better impression of the 
cachet and postmark, and to pre-

However, 
at request of collectors, covers re- 
ceiving cachet will be given direc- 
tional service only to an office 
designated by the General Super- 
intendent, Postal Transportation 
Service, and served by the first 

in each direction, and will 
there be backstamped and dis- 
patched onward to destination. 

Effective on or about March 5, 
ait mail service will be inaugurated 
at Ashland, Ky.-Huntington, W. Va., 
over route A. M. 47. 

No official cachet for first-flight 
covers will be authorized. How- 
ever, souvenir covers received 
by the postmasters at Ashland and 
Huntington, will be dispatched to 
first flights, if practicable.

(1) To promote and encourage 
the collection, study, and general 
use of philatelic literature, and to 
circulate information on such ma- 
terial among the members; 

2) To compile and publish biblio- 
graphies and other works ‘relating 
to stamp collecting; 

(3) To provide a medium for the 
purchase, sale, and exchange of 
such reference publications; and 

(4) To undertake all other mat- 
ters as may further these objects 
in assisting stamp collectors. 

As indicated by promotional mat- 
ter of the Philatelic Library As- 
sociation, “there has been a steady 
flow of literature pertaining to var- 
ious phases of stamp collecting 
ever since the first publications ap- 
peared more than ninety years ago. 

**Most stamp collectors, however, 
are unaware of the numerous 
stamp magazines, handbooks and 
catalogues devoted to the hobby. 
Many others who know of the pub- 
lications, find it almost impossible 
to locate copies so they might use 
the reference material to bring 
greater enjoyment to their pastime. 

The group was launched in May 
1942 by a handful of philatelic lit- 
erature enthusiasts. The organiza- 
tion currently has some 500 mem- 
bers on its rolls. It has been the 
policy to encourage membership 
among the ‘‘run-of-the-mill’’ stamp 
collectors who generally show little 
interest in philatelic literature and 
no apparent desire to form a phil- 
atelic library. Its purpose is to in- 
troduce them to the “sources of 
philatelic knowledge,”’ and indirect- 
ly to show them the need for re- 
ference material.

Philatelic Library Group 
Vitally Concerned With The 
Literature Of Stamp Hobby 


One of the most unusual philatelic undertakings is the group known 
as the Philatelic Library Association, established in 1942. While other 
specialty organizations are devoted mainly to one country, group, or 
phase of stamp collecting, this Association in its activities embraces 
the entire field of the hobby, as does the literature devoted to it. 

The purposes of this Association, as given in the Constitution, are 





ing as a hobby is ever gaining in 
popularity. Its universal appea 
gives added attraction in every 
country in the world. We stress, 
however, that it is a hobby that 
is informative as well as fun. 

At the convention of the Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society, in Philadel- 
phia, September, 1952, the Philatel- 
ic Library Association became as- 
sociated with that organization — 
the largest philatelic group in the 
world — as Unit No. 15. 

It is known that individual mem- 
bers of the~A. P. S. have taken a 
lead as philatelic publishers, edi- 
tors, authors, and research stu- 
dents, and it is interesting to find 
that seventeen of the twenty offi- 
cers and directors of the P. L. A. 
are also members of the A. P. S., 
although no check had been made 
as to whether such dual member- 
ship existed at the time they were 
asked to serve the library associa- 
tion. 

Since its inception, the Philatelic 
Library Association has published 
its own official periodical, called 
the PHILATELIC LITERATURE 
REVIEW. The first issue appeared 
in September 1942. The first series 
consisted of 24 numbers, published 
during the period 1942-1949. 

When the Association was re- 
vamped in 1950, a second series 
was established, with quarterly is-

Building Philatelic Library 
Can Be A Hobby, Or Adjunct 
To Stamp, Cover Collection 


Daniel W. Vooys 


There is no other hobby to which the fiterature devoted to it can 
be compared with the great volume of material published pertaining 
to philately. We generally accept the literature of our pastime with 
little thought as to its extent, nor do we think of the many benefits we 
are able to derive from its use. Few philatelic publications have been 
any great philatelic success; still fewer authors have been paid for 


their work, 


It has been estimated from various sources that there are several 
million stamp collectors in the United States, although the degree to 


which they pursue their hobby differs 


eatly. The various philatelic 


periodicals do not reach a circulation of more than 150,000, even with 
the present high interest in such publications. 


Eliminating the duplication, total 
circulation is probably much less 
than that estimate. If these figures 
are only partially correct, the per- 
centage of stamp collectors using 
philatelic literature isn’t very large. 

lot of us Americans have a 
habit of going down the main road 
so fast that we don’t see the stone 
wall ahead, besides overlooking the 
things we are passing by. It applies 
to our hobbies as well as other 
activities. 

To me, the stone wall ahead, in 
philately, is when we reach the 
limit in regard to a specialty, ei- 
ther pecause we have obtained all 
the items available, or, more of- 
ten, have reached the limit of our 
pocketbook. 

While the majority of collectors 
probably use printed albums, with 
spaces for specific stamps or sets, 
all too often a mad scramble de- 
velops to fill those blank spots, 
with seldom a thought as to what 
the varticular stamp may portray, 
or when, how, and why it was 
issued in the first place. 

Here, again, is an example where 
philatelic literature can play an 
important part in maintaining in- 
terest in the hobby. When you use 
only an album requiring thousands 
of stamps to fill the spaces, often 
the job becomes a chore, and a 
chore becomes work, and when 
your hobby becomes real work, it 
won’t be long before you will be 
looking for other ways to spend 
your leisure time. 

I do not intend to condemn the 
printed album. They serve a very 
important purpose, and I often 
marvel that the publishers are able 
to do such a good job for the price 
asked. There is a _ tremendous 
amount of work, and expense, in- 
volved in publishing such material. 

What I do want to stress is the 
importance of sideline collections, 
where you can use your imagina- 
tion in what you want to collect, 
how you want to present it, and 
have some fun looking for refer- 
ence material for the write-up to 
accompany the stamps or covers. 

The stamp collector who over- 
looks philatelic literature is like

the builder without plans, a chef 
without recipes, a gardner without 
tools. I am aware that many do 
not know of the existence of stamp 
periodicals: I ‘‘collected’’ stamps 
for several years as a youngster 
before I located any publications. 
Those were the days when pub- 
lishers gave stamps as a pre- 
mium to new subscribers. It was 
a difficult choice to determine 
which premium you wanted, re- 
gardless of any merit of the mag- 
azine. 

I recall also that our informal 
club decided to have each mem- 
ber subscribe to a different maga- 
zine, trading copies back and forth 
so we each had a chance to read 
all of them. All the back issues 
were saved, and with a few stamp 
trades, I became owner of all the 
papers, which was the basis for 
my library 

How to start a reference library? 
If this is your own copy of Linn’s 
Weekly. here is a start. If you have 
accumulated some back issues, all 
the better. Get them out. and place 
them in chronological order. Buy 
some 3” x 5" cards, place the 
name of the publication at the top. 
and record the issues of the paper, 
either by inclusive dates, such as 
“Jan. 5-Feb. 23, 1953” or ‘‘Whole 
Nos. 1263-1268’’, or both. At inter- 
vals you will record the additional 
issues received. ° 

You may be able to obtain other 
back issues from a local subscrib- 
er, by following up an offer to 
sell, or at a philatelic literature 
auction. Follow the same procedure 
in regard to other periodicals that 
are of interest to vou. 

You card index is very impor- 
tant, even though you may follow 
Ernest Kehr’s advice and become 
a “‘philatelic clipper’. you should 
still know what issues and publica- 
tions you have already clipped. The 
main difficulty to me in clipping 
periodicals is that it usually re- 
quires two copies of each issue, 
otherwise, when two important 
items appear back-to-back, only 
one can be saved. 


You can, however, use a cross- 
reference card or slip to call at- 
tention to the second article in 
the ‘‘other file.”” Some of us lit-

1948 (60 p., London, 1949) and The 
Collectors Club Philatelist, 1922- 
1951 (28 p., New York, 1952); and 
William R. Rickett’s incomplete 
Index to Periodical Literature in 
The American Philatelist from 1911 
in particular, the 
March, April and October 1922 is- 
sues) list the leading magazine ar- 
ticles on fakes in English. 

Few Americans have free com- 
mand of foreign languages and few- 
er still have access to files of for- 
eign stamp journals, hence no use- 

purpose would be served in 
mentioning indices in other tongues. 
Monographic studies on the stamps 
of any country or covering any is- 
sue of a particular country tradi- 
tionally include a section each on 
pertinent counterfeits and such 
writings, well-known to area spe- 
cialists, likewise fall outside the 
scope of our survey. 

The 60’s saw the appearance of 
four general works which today 
rank as classics in the philatelic 
forgery literature field. De la fal- 
sification des timbres-poste (34 p., 
Brussells, 1862) was written by J.B. 
Moens, destined to become a lead- 
ing continental dealer and cata- 
logue and handbook publisher. An 
excellent English translation by E. 
Dobie, On The Falsification of 
Postage Stamps (32 pages, Fal- 
mouth, 1862) appeared almost im- 
mediately, and marks a pioneer 
example of international philatelic 
cooperation. 

Forged Stamps: How to Detect 
Them (36 p.) by Edward L, Pem- 
berton, an early British dealer, and 
Thornton Lewes, son of George 
Eliot (Mary Ann Evans), was pub- 
lished in Edinburgh in 1863. Both 
authors were then but 19; Lewes, 
indeed, was still a high school lad. 
Despite their youth, the work is of 
compelling excellence, and they did 
not hesitate to cross swords with 
Moens on many points. 

An admirable so-called ‘Second 
Edition’”’ by Pemberton (Lewes had

installments in The Philatelist be- 
tween 1866 and 1868 but was never 
reprinted in book form. 

Thomas Dalston’s How to Detect 


08| Forged Stamps (39 pages, Gates- 


head, 1865) is notable for its in- 
clusion of early fictitious varieties 
so eagerly sought today under the 
name of ‘“‘Phantasies’”’. J. M. Stour- 
ton’s Postage Stamp Forgeries 
(66 pages, London, 1865) describes 
no less than 700 counterfeits includ- 
ing chemically-changed specimens 
then about. 

This work was ‘‘Entered in Sta- 
tioner’s Hall” (‘“‘Copyrighted”, as 
we would say) and bears the im- 
@0 | print of a distinguished publisher, 
| Truebner and Co., rather than be- 
ing privately printed as the ear- 
lier ones had been. Philately was 
coming into its own! 

A notable series of 67 articles 
by Pemberton, W. Dudley Atlee 
(another early dealer) and the Rev- 
erend Robert B. Earee, illustrated 
by actual forgeries and appearing 
in various British philatelic jour- 
nals between 1871 and 1881, has 
recently been brought together in 
book form and published in photo- 
graphic reproduction under the ti- 
tle The Spud Papers: An Illustrat- 
ed Descriptive

burning one, many works on the 





Philatelic Forgeries (168 p., Lu- 
cerne, 1952). This covers the great- 
er number of early counterfeits 
and is of inestimable value. It is 
happily still in print. 

Pemberton’s Philatelical Cata- 
logue (52 p., London, 1874) contains 
voluminous notes on forgeries. Paul 
Lietzow’s Das schwarze Buch der 
Philatelie (72 p., Berlin, 1879) em- 
bracing both stamps and postal sta- 
tionery, is vastly inferior to Spud 
Papers, but lists numerous items 
not dealt with in the latter so is 
eagerly sought. 

Dr. Alfred Moschkau’s Handbuch 
fuer Postmarken-Sammler (512 p., 
Leipzig, 1884) includes quantities 
of counterfeits overprinted 
“Falsch” or ‘Facsimile’? in the 
accompanying 168-page appendix of 
illustrations. Most of these are of 
the utmost rarity today. 

The Handbook on Counterfeits, 
being No. 2 of Jewett’s Philatelic 
Library (32 p., Portland, 1890) and 
L. M. Staebler’s Standard Hand- 
book on Counterfeits (32 p., Lon- 
don, Ontario, 1895) are of no in- 
terest or value save to the litera- 
ture collector today. 

The first encyclopedic work on 
forgeries and still the leading ref- 
erence book on _ products cur- 
rent from 1880 to 1905 was Album 
Weeds, by Reverend Earee, who 
had produced some 40 of the Spud 
Papers. Stanley Gibbons was the 
publisher and the first edition ap- 
peared in 1882 (560 p.). Serving as 
British chaplain in Berlin in the 
80’s Earee enjoyed ample leisure 
and a substantial income and haunt- 
ed stamp shops both at home and 
on the continent. 

Afterwards, as Rector of Miser- 
den, Cirencester, he devoted many 
hours weekly hunting down new va- 
rieties and describing them, en- 
joying a free run of the incompar- 
able Gibbons’ reference collection 
in doing so. 

The second edition of Earee’s 
monumental study appeared in 
1892 (726 p.) and the third, in 2 
volumes (587 p., 709 p.) in 1906-1907. 
The last is, of course, the most im- 
portant one, the others appealing 
chiefly to bibliophiles. Third edition 
copies are fast becoming rarities 
and a reprint, published in parts 
as a supplement to Philatelic Gos- 
sip from 1931 to 1938, has itself 
become exceedingly scarce in turn. 

Fernand’ Serrane’s  2-volume 
Vade-Mecum du specialiste-expert 
(480 p., Nice, 1927; 316 p., Berger- 
ac, 1929) covers the World. It is 
far less comprehensive than AF 
bum Weeds but runs two decades 
later and is rich in excellent sket- 
ches illustrating key portions of de- 
signs. Most recent of the compre- 
hensive works is J. Dorn’s Forged 
Stamps of All Countries (240 p., 
London, 1938). This compact vol- 
ume, crammed with descriptive 
text accompanied by 350 diagrams, 
is still in print and enjoys wide 
use. 

Frank Aretz’s Know Your Stamps 
issued in four parts totalling 102 
pages (Toronto, 1940, 1941) is a 
curious hodgepodge, but has the 
great virtue of covering fakes en- 
countered by the avérage collector. 
It was ably continued by Alden C. 
Johnson's Forgeries Old and New, 
in two 48-page parts (Toronto, 19414 
and 1945). 

“Spying  Eye’s’”” Handbook on 
Philatelic Forgeries (48 p., Chicago, 
1948), still in print, is a highly 
popular work covering oft-encoun- 
tered fakes from some 15 coun- 
tries. 

Gustav Gordon’s Frimaerksfoer- 
falskningar till postens skada (108 
p., Stockholm, 1944) covers scat- 


in competent fashion and pictures 
larg@ numbers of counterfeits. 

Several excellent volumes have 
appeared on the stamps of Europe. 
Foremost among them is Otto 
Stiedl and Fritz Billig’s Grosses 
Handbuch der Fae'lschungen, pub- 
lished in three volumes in Vienna 
in 1935 and 1937. One covers Old 
Italian States, another Old German 
countries and the third the Bal- 
kan lands. All are profusely illus- 
trated by hundreds of Leica blow- 
ups ainutely keyed. The some 40 
constituent country parts are still 
available separately. 

A. de Haene’s Etude sur les faux 
timbres d’Europe (374 p., Namur, 
1926) has enjoyed great popularity 
for a generation. Hermann Schloss’ 
Timbrex (258 p., Nice, 1944) is a 
far more substantial production and 
has recently been published in Eng- 
lish in two handsome volumes, 
Dis' g Characteristics of 


| Classic Stamps (108 p. and 200 p., 


New York, 1948 and 1951). Filled 
with succinct descriptions and ex- 
cellent drawings, both are still 
available. 

Kurt Kayssner’s Schach den Fal- 
schungen, issued in four 48-page 
parts in 1935-1936 (Buckow, Ger- 
many) is given over alsnost exclu- 
sively to forgeries of European 
post-1914 War issues, with special 
emphasis upon overprints. The first 
section was subsequently published 
in English under the title Check 
to.the Forgers. This highly-meri- 
torious work was continued in two 
parts by A. Schroeder in 1938 and 
1939 (Buckow, 32 and 30 p.), but 
it lapsed on the outbreak of the 
Second World War. Portions of the 
Schroeder continuation ultimately 
appeared in English under the fa- 
miliar title Check te the Forgers 
in 1948 (50 p., Balje ueber Stade, 
Germany). 

Mention, at least, should be made 
of prominent volumes given over 
to the forgeries of single countries. 
There are four on Belgium — 
Stiedl and Billig’s Belgien (34 p., 
Vienna, 1937 and still in print); 
M. G. Slagmeulder’s Les timbres 
belges faux et truques (104 p., Char- 
leroi, n.d.); Tolli’s Monogra- 
phie des faux et falsifications des 
timbres-poste de Belgique (80 p., 
Brussells, 1943); and Y. Burniat’s 
Vade-Mecum du collectionnéur de 
timbres-poste de Belgique et colo- 
nies (78 p., Brussells, 1944).

To attempt a philatelic library today as was done in the olden 


days is a task that is far beyond the reach of almost all collectors. 
In the olden days Philatelic Literature was collected and 


gathered like stamps. One made an effort to obtain complete files of 


all past and present stamp journals. One even went farther and 
gathered the catalogues and any other pieces of literature which 
contained information on stamps. 

Today but few such libraries are still in existence, 

My own activity in the stamp world and the fact that I had been 
brought up in a printing plant gave me a natural interest in the 
literature of our hobby and I became interested soon after I became 
interested in stamps, 

The date was somewhere before 1900 but my actual activity 
with Philatelic Literature started on Christmas day of 1900 when 
as a youth of 16 years I went to my father’s printing office and set 
up and printed a small four page paper which I proudly named 
“The Columbian”, This was of four pages about 3 x 42 inches each. 
I well remembered when I showed this to my father that he re- 
marked that “if I wanted to print a paper I should do it right”. 

Perhaps it was an advertisement in this February number men- 
tioned above that gave me some added interest in Philatelic Litera- 
ture for in this number was an offer by L. H. Mutch. Houlton, Maine 
‘of a library of 100 complete files and volumes, aggregating over 1000 
complete copies of old stamp papers, all offered for only $20.00 cash. 
I well remember Mr. Mutch as being one of the very early collectors 
of literature, 

Incidentally, the advertising rates in the February paper men- 
tioned above were 15 cents per inch, (How the dealers would love 
that today) and the subscription rate was 15c per year with a free 
30 word classified advertisement thrown in. 

I am sorry that I lack a complete file of this paper so can not 
give the date of its demise but am of the opinion that it was about 
1907, this however was accomplished after an interval of a few years 
during which publication had been suspended. It would be interest- 
ing to sort of review some of these early numbers, but space forbids. 

Again’ in 1909-I started a new publication called “The Stamp 
Collector” and in its day it was one of the outstanding publications. 
Space forbids much comment for I hope to cover a period of about 
60 years in this editorial so let us hurry on. 

In the January 1910 issue of this paper I proposed the formation 
of a Philatelic Literature Society. The response was quite good 
from all over the United States and even from Great Britain. The 
February 1910 issue contained a list of 14 names all signifying a 
desire to join such a society. These gentlemen were H. S. Adair 
and George K. Smith of Columbus, Ohio; John R, Green, St. Louis; 
Charles Gross, Chicago; Lawrence P, Dodge, Newburyport, Mass.; 
Fred Doughty, Saginaw, Mich.; G. S. Dickinson, Worcester, Mass; 
Wm, J. Gardner, San Francisco; Edwin B. Hill, Mesa, Arizona; F. S. 
Cook, Brighton, Mass.; J. N. S. Brewster Jr., Lakewood, N. J.; C. A. 
Nast, Denver; Victor Marsh of England and of course George. W. Linn. 

In March of 1910 a list of 21 names of members was printed, an 
election of officers was held and the society was born. Mr, Nast 
was first president, Mr. Doughty, vice president; George W. Linn, 
secretary and treasurer and Messrs Adair, Smith and Linn the coun- 
cil. Just How long this society lasted I do not know as my records 
are incomplete but it was the beginning and doubtless left its im- 
print on the future, . 

My own library grew quite rapidly. Somewhere about 1911-1912 
I sold it to Mr, Victor Suppanstich of Vienna, Austria. I well re- 
member of hunting up a large wood packing case, something about 
24 cubic feet, packing the papers and books in this case and shipping 
them to Vienna. I believe this was perhaps due to the fact that I 
had become a married man and needed the money worse than the 

apers. Anyhow, some few years ago the Collectors Club of New 

ork bought the Suppanstich collection after his death and what was 
worth while from my first Library is now in the Collectors Club 
of New York. 


Besides other names already mentioned one of the greatest of 
the American collectors of the early days was Mr. Wm. Rickets of 


Forty Fort, Pa. Then there was the collection of Hiram Dietz, 
Billy Stone and many others. 


In later years I published various books concerning philatelica 


literature and have always had a library of some nature consisting 
of the best books and many of the older papers. 

In 1913 I lost in the flood in Columbus a very fine library among 
which were the first volumes of the American Journal of Philately 
in publishers’ bindings, a very rare and valuable set. My entire 
library was under water for a few days and that finished it. I kept 
most of it for years hoping to be able to clean the mud from the 
papers but finally gave up and destroyed what was left except these 
early volumes mentioned above which I still have with some of the 
mud still sticking to them. 

About 1913 I entered the stamp business. About the same time 
I was contacted by an old friend who was also a stamp man but a 
mining engineer as well. He was in Sonora, Mexico. Shortly after

You know, publication of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News was started 
in the fall of 1928 and this year will complete the 25th year of 
publication. This then, briefly is my contribution to the Philatelic 
Literature of America. 

Of the old type of collector, those who try to get all possible 
papers and publications, in so far as I know, the leader in that field 
today is a Mr. George Turner of New York. Few can attempt such 
a form of collecting anymore as it takes a big building to even house 
such a collection and that of course makes it necessary that we find 
the few essential books and papers and continue in such manner.

Currently the -American Revenue 
Association is engaged in another 
stage of the campaign begun years 
ago to allow for the reproduction 
of the designs of United States 
Revenue stamps. Uncle Sam’s In- 
ternal. Revenue Department has 
again said ‘‘no’’, but the revenue 
stamp collectors aren’t discourag- 


About 15 years ago the reproduc- 
tion of postage stamp designs was 
permitted providing they were 1% 
times or more larger than the ori- 
gina], of %4ths or less smaller than 
the original. All these regulations 
are intended to protect obliga- 
tions and securities of the United 
States. 

Obviously the idea is to foil coun- 
terfeiters, and certainly everyone 
is interested in doing that. 

I have always had the opinion 
that this ‘“‘protection’”” was over- 
done to the point of being ridicu- 
lous. I would defy any counter- 
feiter to reproduce a postage or 
revenue stamp of the United States, 
in its proper color, from a black 
and white halftone, etching or 
lithograph, which would fool any- 
one in the post offices, revenue of- 
fices, county court houses or the 
general public which uses a lot of 
stamps. 

It is stupid to suppose that any 
one with counterfeiting in mind 
would use anything but a genuine 
postage or revenue stamp as a 
model. The current ones which 
would be the only items commer- 
cially feasible to produce can be 
purchased at the post office or 
revenue office, or easily enough 
through a stamp dealer. 

True enough some wonderful re- 
productions of postage stamps 
have been made by forgers, but 
these have been high-powered phil- 
atelic material which took hours of 
painstaking work to produce. To 
make money at counterfeiting you 
would have to choose a stamp 
which has a high rate of use and 
which you could produce by the 
thousands. . 

In spite of the Revenue Depart- 
ment’s staff of skilled investiga- 
ting agents, practically all the 
counterfeiting is spotted by ordi- 
nary. citizens and reported. At- 
tempts to defraud the government 
have been going on since its be- 
ginning, and will continue to its 
end. 

Laws which harass the innocents 
who would never break them in 
the first place, and which do noth- 
ing to retard the actions of those 
who aren’t foiled by them in the 
second, are certainly stupid and 
obsolete.

Since philatelic literature is fea- 
tured in this edition it would prob- 
ably be appropriate to give the sub- 
ject a little looking into as it con- 
cerns United States stamps. The 
following will concern bona fide 
collectors and not those people who 
figure they are in the philatelic 
swim laying away one or more 
mint sheets ot each new stamp and 
scads of plate blocks. 

The latter are more concerned 
with possible profits than pleasur- 
able pastime. The mere placing of 
a stamp on an album page does 
not make one a stamp collector. 
That’s‘a mechanical piece of work 
which brings nothing but boredom 
and fatigue. 

It is when you know about your 
stamps, what they have been is- 
sued for, and some of the back- 
ground of the person or event pic- 
tured, and perhaps a fair know- 
ledge of the nation which produced 
them, that you are really living 
philatelically. 

You get this knowledge from per-

Every collector, no matter how 
mildly interested, should sub- 
scribe to a stamp paper. And I 
might add right here as a plug, 
you won’t find another printed any- 
where in the world which will give 
you the top notch U. S. and for- 
eign coverage Linn’s does regard- 
less of the price. 

Every U. S. collector should have 
a copy of the Scott’s United States 
Specialized Stamp Catalog. To be 
sure it costs $3.50, but the infor- 
mation it contains remains authen- 
tic over the years, and you don’t 
have to buy a new one each year. 
You can buy used ones that will 
serve you well. Ask for one as a 
birthday or Christmas present. 

Possibly the best buy for the 
money is the “Postage Stamps of 
the United States, 1847-1950’’ sold 
for 60c by the Superintendent of 
Documents, 2 . Government 
Printing Office, Washington 25, D. 
C. One of these days there will be 
a revised edition which will include 
the stamps of 1952. 

It contains 194 pages of slick 
paper; a picturing and description 
of all regular and commemorative 
pestage stamps from the very first 
one; and a listing of the plate 
numbers, and the quantities printed 
of all commemorative and special 
issues. 

You should also have the illus- 
trated United States price list of 
your favorite dealer. If he asks up 
to 25c for it, it is still a bargain 
especially since most of them will 
allow that sum to be deducted from 
the first order amounting to a 
couple of bucks or so. The better 
lists are usable as simple catalogs. 

For the person who gets absorbed 
to the armpits in U. S. I can re- 
commend no finer or more impor- 
tant acquisition to the philatelic li- 
brary than ‘“‘The Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Postage Stamps of the United 
States’’ by Lester G. Brookman, 
and “The United States Commem- 
orative Stamps of the Twentieth 
Century’”’ by Max G, Johl. 

Now don’t let the titles give you 
the impression they are ‘‘long hair’’ 
philately — nothing is further 
from the truth. Each title has two 
volumes in the set, and believe me 
any or all of them read easily, 
and are simple to understand — 
something like interesting fiction. 

You won’t find more about Uni- 
ted States stamps in any other 
place. Each title sells at $10 for 
the two volumes and you’ll never 
make a better buy of information. 

There are a number of special- 
ized productions of more or less 
merit. One of the best of these is 
the ‘‘United States Stampless Cov- 
er Catalog’”’ by Harry M. Konwi- 
ser which as its name implies lists, 
prices and illustrates the postmarks 
on stampless covers, items which 
were carried through the regular 
mail prior to the time that the 
use of postage stamps to indicate a 
prepayment of the postal fee was 
mandatory. 

Any or all the above are sold 
or can be gotten from your stamp 
dealer, or he can tell you someone 
who does sell them. 

You might also be surprised to 
know that the encyclopedia set 
many of you purchased to ‘help 
the kids with their lessons’ con- 
tains practically all the historical 
and biographical information you'll 
ever need for writing up your col- 
lection. 

Some of the better dictionaries 
even have a line or so about per- 
sons and places. 

In practically every other hob- 
by devotees think nothing of 
spending money for books and sub- 
scriptions to publications which ca- 
ter to that field. But for some rea- 
son or other most stamp collec- 
tors are a breed apart when it 
comes to spending money to im- 
prove their knowledge and plea- 
sure via the printed word. 


The Post Office Department re- 
ports that Charles R. Chickering 
designed the National Guard com- 
mem of February 23.

Have been watching the philatel- 
ic press for comments about the 
Ohio. Sesqui stamp design. So far 
have only caught that of James 
Waldo Fawcett, philatelic editor of 
the Washington Sunday Star. 

Mr. Fawcett wrote, “The design 
for the 3-cent Ohio sesquicentennial 
stamp is perhaps the ugliest in 
American postal history. It shows 
a crude outline map of the state.... 
When Post Office Department of- 
ficers were asked to comment on 
the model, they said, ‘We gave 
them what they wanted’ — ‘indi- 
cating that it is the promoters of 
the Ohio sesquicentennial them- 
selves who are to blame.” 

I say it is the Post Office De- 
partment which is to blame. 

If instead. of letting artistically 


jignorant stamp .committees tell 


them what they want, the Depart- 
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ment should say, “We have ap- 
proved a stamp for your event. 
We will have several qualified 
artists submit designs. These will 
be shown to you for your selection 
when they are ready.” Then gently 
or forcibly put the committee out 
through the door and lock it until 
the time for selection comes. 
Our Post Office Department per- 
haps thinks it is doing something 
democratic and politically sound 
by letting a handful of amateurs 


dictate a stamp design. What ac-. 


tually happens is that this handful 


makes th look ridiculous 
before millions of United States citi- 
zens. 


The last friend stamp collectors 
had was P M. G. James Farley. 
The clannish, ‘‘closed corporation” 
know-it-alls of the last administra- 
tion were the worst. 

If new Postmaster General Sum- 
merfield did nothing but put stamp 
designing back in the hands of ar- 
tists, and limit commemorative and 
special stamps to outstanding his- 
torical and nationally significant 
events, he would be the new cham- 
pion as far as stamp collectors 
are concerned.

A philatelist knows all that, of 
course, but even an expert may 
not be aware of all of the problems 
and tasks confronting the curator 
of a Philatelic Literature Collec- 
tion. 

When, in the summer of 1951, 
the Boston Philatelic Society gave 
its valuable collection to Boston 
University, the latter faced these 
many complexities confident that 
with the expert guidance of inter- 
ested philatelists the work could be 
done and the problems solved. So 
the enterprise was begun. 

The material, uncoordinated 
when it arrived, was sifted and 
organized; cards listing the periodi- 
cals and books were made; the 
volumes, bound and unbound, were 
arranged systematically upon the 
newly-built shelves; the advice of 
friends of the collection was enlist- 
ed. But there still remains the 
technical work of classification and 
cataloging. 

Preliminary to this last, the avail- 
able indices, rare and often hard- 
to-get and not up-to-date, have been 
purchased. Some attempt has been 
made, personally and by corres- 
pondence, to fill in the gaps in 
partial files. Numerous visitors 
have been made welcome and their 
questions answered. Many inquir- 
ies by mail have been answered, 
some by making available photo- 
stats of articles in long out-of-print 
magazines. 

It has seemed important, too, to 
arrange exhibits of stamp collec- 
tions, graciously loaned by distin- 
guished philatelists. This naturally 
involves interviews with journalists 
and the arrangement of appoint- 
ments with photographers. This, in 
turn, results in the welcome gift 
of additional materials, which often 
have to be picked up by car or by 
truck. And so the process goes on. 
The activities mentioned have 
naturally involved labor and labor 
costs, supervision and planning 
which only those who have similar 
problems can fully realize. When 
the Dean of the College of Business 
Administration, Dr. William G. Sut- 
cliffe, first mentioned to the writer 
the opportunity of acquiring the 
collection and introduced him to 
the distinguished Boston physician 
and philatelist, Dr. Philip G. Grab- 
field, some of the difficulties seem- 
ed obvious at once. 

There were, for example, the 
questions of space, personnel, and 
finances for administration. 

But it seemed extremely impor- 
tant, when hardly more than five 
or six significant philatelic litera- 
ture collections existed in the Unit- 
ed States, that the remarkable col- 
lection made available by the Bos- 
ton Society should be given a 
chance to grow and to be of serv- 
ice to the community. 

So the gift was accepted and 
steps taken to prepare the collec- 
tion for use. The several thousand 
periodicals, the thousand or more 
books and pamphlets, the slide col-

ords and other accumulated ma- 
terials were taken from their stor- 
age places in the basements and 
garages of members of the Boston 
Philatelic Society and brought to 
one of the wing rooms of the Col- 
lege of Business Administration Li- 
brary. That solved, temporarily, 
the space problem. 

The financial situation has so far 
been taken care of by two grants 
— The New England Philatelists, 
Ine. 

The personnel question was part- 
ly solved by the employment of a 
senior business student, Alan 
Craigue, himself an enthusiastic 
stamp collector who brought to the 
job as curator of the collection his 
youthful initiative and conscientious 
working ability. He can devote only 
ten hours weekly to the task, which 
imposes much attention and respon- 
sibility on the writer as well as on 
the Director of the Boston Univer- 
sity Libraries and Museums, Pro- 
fessor Robert E. Moody. 

Finally, the larger aspect of 
bringing the collection into a more 
useful working relation to the Uni- 
versity’s educational program will 
be solved next fall, when with ap- 
proval of the President, Dean Sut- 
cliffe and Director Waters of the 
Evening College, a course in Phil- 
ately will be given comparable to 
those at Columbia University and 
Temple University. 

The renowned Director of the 
Philatelic Foundation in New York 
City, Winthrop S. Boggs, has al- 
ready consented to our use of his 
forthcoming textbook of philately 
and to come here himself for a 
series of lectures. 

The collection is divided into va- 
rious sections: periodicals, cata- 
logues, auction catalogues, books 
and pamphlets, rare books (includ- 
ing limited editions, autographed 
copies), slides, and a clipping file 
by subjects which was started aft- 
er consultation with Ernest Kehr, 
the well-known author and editor 
of the stamps section of the New 
York Herald Tribune. 

The largest section is the periodi- 
cals, comprising about 500 titles 
with several thousand volumes, 
bound and unbound, and it is es- 
sential to mention here that one of 
the first obligations—and a rather 
costly one, too—in 1953 will be the 
binding up of most of the, maga- 
zines, in order to preserve them 
better.

Consequently, BNA Philatelic Literature is quite 
extensive, and those who study BNA stamps today have considerable 


Perhaps the greatest authority of ‘the last century on BNA Stamps 


was Donald A. King of Halifax, Nova Scotia. He contributed splendid 
serial articles on Canada, Newfoundland and the old Provinces to 
Gibbons Monthly Journal during 1894-1896. With Charles B. Corwin, he 
contributed a long serial article on ‘‘The Stamps of British North 
America” to the Metropolitan Philatelist in 1891, and his forty-page 
article on Nova Scotia, which appeared in volume XVIII of Collections 
of the Nova Scotia Historical Society in 1914, is considered the stand- 
ard work on that country. 

Henry S. Harte, also of Halifax, 
and J. R. Hooper of Ottawa, con- 
tributed considerably to the phila- 
telic press of Canada and the 
United States during that era.

B. W. H. Poole was the author 
of several books on BNA, pub- 
lished by the Severn-Wylie-Jewett 
Co. of Boston, about 1916. They 
cover Canada, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, 
British Columbia, and in collabora- 
tion with H. E. Huber, Newfound- 
land. This series is getting scarce 
now. particularly those books on 
Canada and Newfoundland. 

The first of the popular Jarrett 
Handbooks, “Postage Stamps 
of Canada,”’ appeared in 1923. This 
was a small book of 103 pages. It 
was followed in 1926 by Jarrett’s 
BNA Book, and in 1929. Jarrett’s 
Standard British North America 
Catalogue was published. This item 
ran to nearly 600 pages and is still 
in great demand among students 
of Canadian stamps. 

Lowe’s Standard Catalogue of the 
Stamps of British North America, 
with notes, was published in 1925, 
with a later edition about 1928. 

Patrick Hamilton’s handbook, 
Canadian Stamps, was published in 
England over ten years ago. This 
covered all issues up to and in- 
cluding the Royal Visit stamps. 

Of course, the two great works of 
recent years on Canadian stamps 
are Holmes’ Handbook and Cata- 
logue of BNA, published in 1943, 
and a later editign in 1945; and 
Bogg’s ‘“‘Canada”’, in two volumes, 
published in 1946. The former in- 
cludes a priced catalogue which 
covers Stationery & Revenues 
and in all, 443 pages. Volume I 
of Boggs’ ‘“‘Canada’’, has 761 pages 
and Volume II has over 300 pages. 
Both Holmes’ and Boggs’ hand- 
books are ‘‘musts”’ for the library 
of any BNA student or serious col- 
lector.

Poole’s Handbook and Deaville’s 
magnificent work on British Colum- 
bia Postal History. 

G. E. Wellburn of Duncan, B.C. 
is our greatest expert on British 
Columbia, and articles by him have 
appeared in the ‘Postal History 
Bulletin,” “BNA Topics,” ‘Popular 
Stamps,” “CAPEX Catalogue,” 
ete. Handbooks on Prince Edward 
Island have been published in the 
past by Poole, Goodfellow,and al- 
so a handbook in French by Brunel. 

The Prince Edward Island Study 
Group of the BNA Philatelic Socie- 
ty has made a thorough study of 
the stamps and postal history of 
the Island during the last year, 
and their study is now appearing 
serially in ‘‘BNA Topics’, When 
completed, it. will be published as 
a handbook. This group includes 
such Prince Edward Island en- 
thusiasts as Tomlinson of England, 
Quarles of Chicago, Gummer of 
Temeskaming, Que., Kemp of Mon- 
treal and Crosby, of Banff, Alta. 

The Meyerson brothers of New 
York and A. MacMaster of 
Vancouver study the stamps of 
Newfoundland, and their articles 
are to be found in “BNA Topics,” 
‘“‘Maple Leaves,’ ‘“‘American Phil- 
atelist,””’ ete. The Pre-Adhesive 
Postal History and Postal Mark- 
ings of Newfoundland which was 
published serially some years ago 
by the Meyerson brothers in “BNA 
Topics’’, has recently been reprint- 
ed in the ‘‘American Philatelist’’; 
and we hope to see it published 
as a handbook, soon. 

Messrs. Studd, Lees-Jones, Steph- 
enson, Searles, and others in 
Great Britain have made serious 
studies of earlier stamps. Their 
articles have appeared in the ‘‘Lon- 
don Philatelist,’’ ‘‘Philatelic Jour- 
nal of Great Britain,” ‘‘Maple 
Leaves,” and others, Lees-Jones 
has written particularly on the 
Large Cents, 

There is considerable interest in 
the small Queens, and BNAPS has

an active study group on them. E. 
M. Blois of Halifax is secretary of 








this group. The major articles on 
these stamps are by A. E. Shoe- 
maker—published in “Stamps” of 
New York; Major Studd—publish- 
ed in ‘Philatelic Journal of Great 
Britain;’? and Dr. Mason—publish- 
so in “Stamp Collecting’ of Eng- 

nd. 

Dr. Whitehead of New Bruns- 
wick and Ed Richardson of Ithaca, 
N. Y., have contributed many fine 
articles on the later issues to 
various magazines. 

George C Marler ot Montreal, 
and Major K. Hamilton White, of 
Vancouver are keen students of the 
early George V stamps, and the 
former’s handbook on the Admirals 
is the standard work on _ that 
issue. Major White, with the BN- 
APS Plate Block Study Group, re- 
cently edited the first ‘‘Plate Block 
Catalogue of Canada,” which is 
published by the Stanley Stamp Co. 
of Vancouver, B. C., and which, I 
believe, is still obtainable from 
them. 

Robson Lowe of London, England 
have published the ‘“‘Handstruck 
Postage Stamps of the British 
Empire,”’ which has run to three 
editions and covers BNA. Articles 
by W.E.D. Halliday of Ottawa, by 
Frank W. Campbell of Royal Oak, 
Michigan, and by Dr. J. E. Good- 
win, have appeared in various 
magazines. Dr. Goodwin writes a 
column on Postal History in ““BNA 
Topics’’. 

Mr. Campbell is working on a 
book on the early post offices of 
Canada, which he hopes to publish 
soon. The Canada and Newfound- 
land Stampless Cover Catalog by 
H. M. Konwiser and Frank W. 
Campbell, published in 1946, is a 
mine of information on the early 
markings. Last but not least is the 
History of the Post Office in BNA 
by Wm. Smith, published by Cam- 
bridge Press. 

Canadian Precancels also pro- 
vide a very interesting field for 
collectors, and the latest on this 
branch of our hobby is Hoover 
Bros. “Official Catalogue of Can- 
ada Precancels,”’ 4th edition, 1947, 
of which H. G. Walburn is the 
editor. 

Over the years Canada has also 
produced a great many philatelic 
magazines. These could be nicely 
divided into’ three classes: (a) 
more important publications, (b) 
house organs, and (c) bulletins, 
etc. I shall endeavor to give a 
fairly comprehensive list of these 
in the forthcoming issue of the 
Philatelic Literature Review. 

The first stamp paper to be pub- 
lished in North America, ‘The 
Stamp Collector’s Record’’ was is- 
sued by S. Allan Taylor, Montreal, 
Quebec, February, 1864. Later he 
moved to Albany, New York, and 
also receives credit for issuing the 
first stamp magazine in the United 
States, dated December 1864, 

My pet project is the British 
North America Philatelic Society 
Library, which was organized in 
1946. The majority of the books 
and articles mentioned in this 
article are available in the Library 
to members, as are many of the 
B. N. A. magazines.

When I first became seriously 
interested in philatelic study and 
writing about two decades ago, I 
naturally followed the established, 
traditional method of accumulating 
published material by buying avail- 
able books and subscribing to more 
important journals in the United 
States and foreign countries, then 
faithfully making up ‘‘volumes”’ 
just as I had seen in the libraries 
of the Collectors Club and in the | 
homes of my friends. Needless to 
say, shelf upon shelf soon became

nance a bit more simple. As it is 
now, all but one philatelic publica-

You’d be surprised how handy 
this becomes, and the time passed 
at clipping and filing each week 
is repaid a hundred fold when the 
information is really required. 

It has saved me time and em- 
barrassment an untold number of 
times. Very frequently a report 
comes across my desk only a mat- 
ter of hours before deadline. Had 
I to dig out the background ma- 
terial, I'd have to postpone the 
story; as it is, I ean get to full 
published material immediately 
and get the story into print with- 
out delay. It also helps me to 
eliminate blunders and_ boners 
which otherwise might creep into

study. Unfortunately, however, im- 
posing though it was, it was of 
absolutely no practical value to 
me when I really needed some da- 
ta in a hurry. When I wanted to 
do an article on some particular 
subject for the ‘‘New York World- 
Telegram,” for which I then was 
working as Hobby News Editor, I 
invariably found that I’d pass more 
time hunting through several score 
of indices before I came across 
the information for which I was 
looking. Furthermore, some indic- 
es were incomplete, which added 
to the matter of consulting pub- 
lished information before I tackled 
the subject under consideration. 

I labored under these difficult 
conditions until I came to the Her- 
ald Tribune in 1939, and became 
acquainted with its method of keep- 
ing up it’s “reference library.” 
(Most newspapers have ‘‘morgues”’ 
the Herald Tribune, however, has 
a reference library, since it al- 
ways is ‘alive’ and up to the. 
minute. ) ; 

Noting its practical utility, I de- 
termined right then and there to 
adapt its principles to my own li- 
brary. For months I worked at 
home, stripping volume after vol- 
ume of periodicals, ruthlessly dis- 
carding everything in them except 
articles which I felt had some last- 
ing reference value and then care- 
fully, meticulously filing them ac- 
i to the subejcts they treat- 


It was a fatiguing job, but within 
the year I had clipped every maga- 
zine I’d accumulated in the past 
decade. At first I sorted solely 
according to country, one file folder 
per nation or colony or stamp 
issuing entity. As certain file fold- 
ers became heavy I sub-divided 
into periods or sub-classification., 
Such countries as had a huge vol- 
ume of material I broke into still 
further subheads. In time, the file 
grew until now it is contained in 
some 54 standard-size file drawers. 
Since I began the system I care- 
fully watch auction sales and when 
ever I see a bathe of philatelic 
magazines which I have not ; 
viously had, I purchase them and 
consign them to the scissors treat- 
ment, 

The mere mention of clipping 
has raised a hundred eyebrows, for 
there are certain philatelists who 
consider it as much desecration as 
tearing a precious postage stamp. 
But since I feel that any library

BRITISH EMPIRE: 1953. will 
probably be remembered as the 
“British Empire Year’’, The de- 
mand for these stamps, starting 
with the death of George VI, has 
increased, with the result that ma 
ny dealers are ‘‘sold out’”” on many 
items and cannot replace. This de- 
mand includes all of the earlier 
issues, such as Jubilees, 1937 Cor- 
onations, Peace, Wedding, U. P. U. 
and all commemoratives as well 
as regular issues. 

The demand is greatest for the 
George VI stamps, some of which 
will have had a short life when 
superceded by the Elizabeth 
stamps. 

The recently issued six low value 
color changes (George VI) of Mal- 
ta is attracting collectors for pos- 
sible future scarcity and price in- 
crease. These stamps were an- 
nounced ‘‘on order’ in 1951 and 
it was a surprise when they were 
released recently, in view of the 
pending Elizabeth series. 

PHILATELIC LIBRARY ASSOC- 
IATION. This issue of Linn’s is de- 
voting space to the activities of 
the Philatelic Library Association, 
which is rendering a service to 
stamp collecting in general and to 
British Empire collecting in parti- 
cular. This organization and the 
Philatelic Literature Review de- 
serves the support of collectors. 

ERITREA. The stamps surcharg- 
ed on Great Britain for Eritrea 
are obsolete and scarce. The last 
set of 1951, No. 27 - 33 is in de- 
mand and the retail price has in- 
creased to around $10.00 for the 
set mint. This set appears to be 
one of the future scarce items and 
prices will probably go higher. 

NEW ZEALAND. Advertisements 
in London stamp periodicals have 
been offering imperforate one pen- 
ny George VI stamps. These 
stamps were stolen from printers 
waste and has resulted in the con- 
viction and sentencing of some who 
were responsible. These stamps 
have no official recognition and 
persons trading in or attempting 
to dispose of same are liable to 
prosecution. 

GOLD COAST. This colony will 
probably be independent before the 
end of the year. However they de- 
sire to retain their connection with 
the Commonwealth as an indepen- 
dent country, similiar to India and 
Pakistan. This is just another move 
against “Colonies” and it is possi- 
ble that in time, colonies as we 
know them, will cease to exist. 





Fine Reference 
Book On The UPU's 


Now published in its second re- 
vised edition is Marian Carne 
Zinsmeister’s ‘‘U. P. U. 75th Anni- 
versary Issues’? which lists all the 
stamps legitimately issued by the 
world’s .nations, and the labels 
which some would like to have con- 
sidered as authentic postal emis- 
sions. 

This present 54 page well illus- 
trated book includes all the items 
released to January 1953 for this 
event which was recognized so 
universally. While the actual cele- 
bration took place in 1949 and most 
of 1950, some dollar conscious, and 
philatelically, unscrupulous nations 
carried their ‘‘commemorations” 
of the event right into late 1952. 

Such stamps Mrs. Zinsmeister 
describes for what they are, the 
reader having to use but little im- 
agination to determine the issues 
which have a rightful place in a 
UPU 75th Anniversary Collection. 

Since this reviewer pioneered and 
continued the wealth of informa- 
tion on the UPU’s in this paper 
many months before other publi- 
cations caught on to the magnitude 
of the event, and has himself a 
complete collection of the legiti- 
mate items, it was a fine oppor- 
tunity to weigh the book’s printed 
facts. 

The Zinsmeister book was found 
to be complete and thorough. Any 
collector who has pursued the 
UPU’s will be tempted to rear- 
range and re-write his entire col- 
lection using the data. Others will 
find a splendid reference book on 
the subject the information in 
which will always be fresh and 
valuable. 

First days, printers, designers, 
engravers, quantities issued, delin- 
eation of the design and mechani- 
cal factors are all given.

The stamps are three sets of 
four, semipostals, for Spain’s colo- 
nies of Ifni, Spanish Sahara and 
Guinea.

5c, 15c and 60c. 

Funds derived from the surtax of

FIRST TEXAS STAMP 


Left- 


SAMUEL (Sam) HOUSTON — 
born in Virginia 1793—died in 1863. 
Soldier and politician, he served 
five years in the army, beginning 
1813, then studied law and was 
elected Governor of Tennessee in 
1827. Next he moved to Arkansas, 
lived among the Cherokee Indians 
and supported their cause.. 

He led the colonists in the Texas 
war following the slaughter and 
fall of the Alamo, defeating the 
Mexicans and gaining the independ- 
ence of Texas, of which he became 
president. He was made Governor 
of Texas in 1859, but was dismissed 
in 1861 for opposing his State’s se- 
cession from the Union. 

Right- 

STEPHEN FULLER AUSTIN 
—Born in Virginia 1793—died in 
1836. He was a colonizer and states- 
man; he helped greatly in the set- 
tlement of Texas. He held a grant, 
issued to his father, which gave 
him absolute power over the colo- 
nists, under which authority he es- 
tablished schools and mills, encour- 
aged commerce and helped defeat 
the Indians. 

At first he tried to obtain a con- 
stitution for this land from Mexico, 
but later he was leader in having 
Texas annexed as a state of the 
U.S., for which “‘treason” he was 
imprisoned in Mexico City 1833-34.

Print Precancel collecting public 


Bureau Prints are the precancels 
made at. Washington, at the time 
of manufacture of the stamps, for 
the various post offices throughout 
the country. Each is ordered sep- 
arately, exactly as is a new com- 
memorative. 

Not Jess than 250,000 copies of 

any one stamp for any one office 
can be ordered and supplied. If 
any Bureau Print is a rarity, that 
is not because of a natural or mani- 
pulated short supply, but because of 
some circumstance in its use which 
forestalled large supplies coming 
into collecting hands. 
Thus, Sheboygan, Wis. had al- 
most the entire supply of one Bu- 
reau Print, save the few already 
used, lost in a post office robbery. 
Bloomfield, N. J. had one such 
stamp used up rapidly and exten- 
sively by one mailer to the extent 
that not even one pair, and less 
than 50 singles, ever came into 
philatelic ownership. 

Beginning in 1928, the Bureau 
Print Catalog has gone through 35 
editions prior to that just becom- 
ing current as this article appears. 
It started as a little 25c book list- 
ing less than 500 stamps. It is now 
a spiral-bound book of 160 pages 
listing approximately 6,000 stamps 
from the start of Bureau Prints to 
the last issued before forms closed 
in the summer of 1952. Despite in- 
flation, the price has been held 
down, so that the current edition 
is still $2.00 retail or post free. 
The Bureau Print Catalog is, 
first of all, a_ straightforward 
complete listing of all known Bu- 
reau Prints. If you are in doubt, 
we can say to you about any stamp 
“Unless it is a new item issued 
since the last catalog, it isn’t a 
Bureau Print unless it is listed by 
us, no matter how much it may 
look like one.” 

The listing is made easy by a 
numbering system which is the 
same for all offices. Thus, stamp 
Bl02 is always a 1%c 1923 issue 
coil stamp, with precancelling in 
the “Old Type’? — whether from 
Boston, Mass., Los Angelés, Calif., 
Newark, N. J., Watseka, IIL, or 
Portland, Ore. 

The numbering is such as to 
make it clear in most cases 
whether the stamp is a coil or a 
sheet stamp, old type, new type 
or narrow type precancelling, and 
what issue. 

Next, the Bureau Print Catalog 
is an accurate record of actual net 
prices for the stamps listed, when 
sold singly to collectors or bought 
singly by them. It may seem high 
on some San Francisco item to a 
dealer in Chicago who happens to 
have acquired an accumulation of 
them, or low to’some dealer in 
Georgia who has only one of some 
Montana item. But the price is an 
accurate net report for the country 
as a whole. 

The term “accurate” must of 
course not be taken too literally, 
as human fallibility always enters 
into catalog pricing. Over the years 
accuracy has been increased, edi- 
tion by edition. ~ 

In the current 36th Edition, we 
of the group who get it out are 
convinced that no price is more 
that 10 percent above or below ac- 
tual market on the day the forms 
were closed.

Within precancel collecting, that of Bureau Prints has been stabil- 
ized, kept in the collecting public’s eye, and made as practicable as 
possible for collectors of every purse, by the annual publication, the 
Bureau Print Catalog, by Mitchell and Hoover. Since early 1933, I have 
had the honor of being the publisher thereof. With the editor, Dr. W. T. 
Mitchell and the pricer, Berton Hoover, our team has given the Bureau 


a type and extent of service for 


which we really think we are entitled to boast a little. 
You who read this know that) 





this degree of accuracy. 

Beyond this accurate pricing, a 
scale of premiums for fine quality 
copies and discounts for poorly cen- 
tered, clipped, dated-control sur- 
charged copies, etc., is included at 
the front of the book. In many 
cases, when poor condition copies 
of a stamp are plentiful, but good 
ones scarce, ors when a stamp is 
normally found with an additional 
post-cancellation, a special low quo- 
tation for the poor copies is re- 
ported below the regular price. 

As for all precancels in any cata- 
log, prices are for used copies on- 
ly. Wegitimately escaped unused 
Bureau Prints command no _pre- 
mium, any more than those of 
any other. precancels. Indeed, deal- 
ers and collectors habitually con- 
vert such into used copies. by 
“‘bathtubbing’’ — washing the gum 
off those copies. 

Just the same, there are two 
prices for every item listed. 

The first price is always for a 
single copy. The second, in the case 
of sheet stamps, is for a block of 
four. The second, in the case of 
coil stamps. is for a pair. This is 
made clear in footlines on every 
alternate page of the listings. 

Besides this, special prices ob 
tain for the coil position pairs. In 
the front of the book, along with 
the scale of premiums for good 
and discounts for poor condition, 
a schedule of additions to the re- 
gular pair prices for these position 
pairs is included. 

As with the other scales, ‘this 
does not represent what the editor 
and pricers think ‘‘ought to be’”’ 
the addition, but is strictly a re- 
port of what actually occurs in the 
nation-wide market. 

An explanatory introduction, giv- 
ing the numbering system, explain- 
ing what Bureau Prints are and 
list of Bureau Prints that the P. O. 
Dept. has shipped to the various 
offices but which have not yet 
been put into circulation, starts 
the . 
Then follows the type chart, giv- 
ing the 14 types of overprint which 
are found on Bureau Print precan- 
cels. After the main body of list- 
ings, come those for the Playing 
Card Revenue Bureau Precancels, 
and statistical tables of each stamp 
in each type, as to number of dif- 
ferent items issued. Even a list 
of the known double and tripl@ pa- 
per items is included at this last 
point. 

With each type for each office, 
an illustration of that type as there 
used is included. Set into a sep- 
arate column, the type illustrations 
do not break the continuity of the 
listings. There is room in this illus- 
tration column for checklisting by 
those who wish to indicate in their 
catalog what items they have. 
The type pictures are deliberately 
spaced so as to allow of this for 
every stamp listed. 

Finally, indications that forgeries 
exist, that prices are at present 
abnormal because of limited circu- 
lation of the stamp in sorfie cases, 
and the like, are included wherever 
needful. 

By superior service, this catalog 
has forestalled for more than twen- 
ty years the appearance of any 
competing or duplicating effort. We 
of the “‘‘official family’? have been 
conscious of our responsibility to 
the collecting public, open-minded 





towards suggestions even while nec- 





essarily cautious as to incurring 
costs for suggestions that might 
hot materially increase service if 
adopted. 

We have spent money liberally 
for resetting when type became 
worn, and for the past dozen years 
have printed the book on a paper 
chosen so that it will take writing 
in pen-and-ink. We have tried to 
keep the book within pocket size — 
though its growth now makes it 
fill an overcoat pocket. 

We continue to take these needs 
seriously, since year by year we 
have been well rewarded in a 
business way for this stand. With- 
out boasting, the two of us in the 
Bureau Print Catalog making group 
who are Rotarians may say that 
we have literally found that in this 
publication the motto of Rotary 
applies: ‘‘He~-profits most. who 
serves the best.”

Chile (32 p., Santiago, 1898); on the 
Congo, Stiedl and Billig’s Belgisch- 
Kongo (16 p., Vienna, 1937 and 
still available); on Danzig, Kurt 
Holtz’s Die Danzig Schraegdrucke 
und ihre Faelschungen (28 p., Bu- 
chow, 1937); and on Great Britain, 
Fred Melville’s The Mystery of the 
Shilling Green (32 v., London, n.d.) 

Other notable country studies are 
Stiedl and Billig’s Luxemburg (24 
p., Vienna, 1937 and still available);

their producers or dealers special- 
izing in such wares, are rather un- 
common today though widely dis- 
tributed before the First World 
War. They prove intensely fasci- 
nating whenever they turn up, gen- 
erally in cartons of old unbound 
stamp journals occasionally sold at 
auction. 

Of particular interest are almost 
identical ones entitled Catalogue 
des imitations des timbTes-postes 
d’Italie et anciens Duches, bearing 
the imprints of Edoardo Spiotti of 
Genoa and Oneglia of Turin 
in 1897, and the latter’s greatly- 
enlarged 1900-1901 Grand Catalogue. 
Oneglia, an art dealer, boasted that 
he had been awarded 10 medals 
and numerous other awards be- 
cause of the excellence of his re- 
productions. 

The famed Francois Fournier of 
Geneva, successor to L. H. Mer- 
cier who had set up business in 
1891, likewise accumulated numer- 
ous medals and diplomas at sun-

the International Exhibitions at 
Marseilles in 1896 and again at Ly- 
ons in 1898. He for years flooded 
the mails with his catalogs, his fi- 
nal one (1914) being of such gen- 
eral interest that it was reprinted 
in 1947 (64 p., Madison, Wisconsin) 
and again in 1949 (Elmdon, Eng- 
land). 

For many serious collectors, the 
most intriguing writings in the for- 
geries field are those in which the 
creators set forth their personal 
views on the hobby and the art of 
imitation and vent their spleen 
against organized stamp dealers 
and philatelic societies seeking to 
halt their activities as well as 
against each other. 

Francois Fournier’s house organ, 
LeFac-Simile’ (24 numbers, August 
1910 to May-August 1913) is a pe- 
culiarly personal publication in 
which that unappreciated genius 
stoutly defends himself as the col- 
lector’s true friend, producing ex- 
quisite space fillers better than the 
originals at a tiny fraction of the 
latter’s cost. Others, such as mem- 
bers of the Italian School, were in- 
deed rascally vulgar forgers, but 
not he! 

Sam Singer, the talented Paris 
and New York repair expert, shook 
the philatelic world in 1908 by his 
The People with the Calumny, in 
which he launched a sizzling at- 
tack upon a leading British firm 
whose head had freely patronized 
him in the past but who had sub- 
sequently turned his back on him. 
Pages of photographically-repro- 
duced correspondence make excit- 
ing and highly-disillusioning read- 
ing today. 

Alberto Borgognini, a Florentine 
art professor and distinguished phil- 
atelic expert who left the straight 
road to become the leading pro- 
ducer of painted Neapolitan rari- 
ties and other gems, in 1926 au- 
thored Volume I ef Mistificazioni 
Filateliche (96 p., Florence) which 
covers the art of falsification in 
highly scholarly fashio. It is an 
astounding work and one can but 
regret that death intervened to pre- 








vent its completion and publication 
of a projected comprehensive new 
study of the Album Weeds type 
written with full professional know- 
ledge of forgeries techniques. 

‘ Imperato’s Il Fac-simile, 
which began publication in Genoa 
in 1920 and continued at least 
through spring of 1922, carried on 
the Fournier tradition of the for- 
ger proclaiming himself the bene- 
factor of the long-suffering hobby- 
ist — superb reproductions in per- 
fect state enabled one to fill al- 
bum pages at minimum cost, either 
unused or cancelled as desired! 

The latest work of this type is 

Jean de Sperati’s La Philatelie sans 
experts? (140 p., Paris, 1946 and 
still in print). In the words of Wil- 
liam Bacon, popular contemporary 
writer on forgeries, it is ‘‘an amaz- 
ingly scientific approach to the sci- 
ence of imitation” — filled with 
scorn for know-it-all authorities and 
a veritable eye opener to the phil- 
atelically innocent. 
An outstanding allinclusive serial 
which will cover forgeries of the 
world, William Bacon’s ‘‘Phoney 
Philately’, began running in Phil- 
telic Gossip for 26 April 1952. The 
author is a librarian who has stud- 
ied fakes for many years and has 
accumulated a mass of notes on 
the subject. Proceeding at leisure- 
ly pace, with an installment a fort- 
night on the average, it will prob- 
ably take him a decade to com- 
plete the work. It will not later 
appear in book form, so interested 
individuals should acquire pertinent 
back numbers of the magazine 
while they are still available and 
not miss future installments. 


Closing our introduction to this 
interest-compelling body of philatel- 
ic literature, reference should be 
made to the fact that a Chinese 
photo-lithographer in 1941 brought 
out pirated editions of both Scott's 
and Gibbons’ catalogues, forgeries 
in every sense of the term. Both 
are rarities in the Western World.

Qut-of-print items can 
best be secured at the occasional 
philatelic literature sales and I 
have no suggestions respecting oth- 
er sources of supply.

for them is terrific.

stamp, and many of the 
other little things that are impor- 
tant te know in order to collect 
sharps in an intelligent manner.

. You will find quite a variety, 
and at a price range from 25c up. 
Make no mistake, the lowest price 
publication, that Merit Badge Pam- 
pile for the Boy Scouts, is an 
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Scott Standard Catalogue, at $8.00 
for a set of two volumes, or $7.00 
for a combined edition, may be 
beyond the budget for many col- 
lectors, last year’s edition may 
often be obtained as second-hand 
copies at about $4.00 to $4.50, com- 
plete; with a two or three year 
old set costing about $2.00, and 
earlier editions even less. 

An accumulation of a lot of old 
catalogs is not warranted in most 
cases. Listings do change, howev- 
er, with some stamps deleted and 
newly discovered varieties add 
years after their issue date. The 
research student, particularly those 
who write for publication, will find 
the old editions helpful in their 
work, 

There is no need to mention here 
the various specialized and other 
types of catalogs published in the 
United States and abroad, as they 
are reviewed in Linns Weekly and 
other periodicals as published. 

There are countless publications 
of various sorts devoted to certain 
countries, issues, and specialities. 
In the past twenty years we have 
seen the rapid growth of specialty 
organizations or study groups. 

You will find active organizations 
devoted to the stamps of Australia, 
Austria, British North America, 
France, Germany, Greece, Israel, 
Italy, Luxembourg, Netherlands 
and Colonies, Switzerland, and oth- 
er countries, as well as societies 
promoting interest in aerophilately, 
essays and proofs, postal stationery 
precancels, U. S. Bureau issues, 
topical collecting, and other type 
of philatelic pursuits. 

Most of these organizations pub- 
lish papers or magazines at various 
intervals and some are busy at 
work preparing handbooks or cata- 
logs devoted to their specialty. 
A lot of such material has already 
been published. 

The Special Editions of Linn’s 
Weekly appearing at regular 
monthly intervals during the past-21 
months have given you informa- 
tion on some of these organiza- 
tions and their publications. 

Our thanks to Linn’s Weekly for 
the opportunity to stress philatelic 
literature,.and the Philatelic Li- 
brary Association, in this issue. 
As our specialty embraces the en- 
tire hobby of philately, we can 
give you only a small sampling 
of what interests the philatelic lit- 
erature collector, and how he pur- 
sues his type of ‘‘stamp collecting.”

sues. Numbers have comprised 
eight to thirty-six pages, depending 
upon the material compiled and 
the funds available. 

This publication has been appro- 
priately termed ‘‘a guide to intelli- 
gent stamp collecting.’’ Features of 
the REVIEW have included reports 
on new publications, directories of 
stamp periodicals, specialized bib- 
liographies, instructions on how 


ed|to form a personal or group phil- 


atelic reference library, notes on 
rare items, literature auction re- 
sults, and news about authors, edi- 
tors, and publishers of philatelic 
material. 

Of special interest is the ‘‘Phil- 
atelic Literature Exchange,” a 
clearning house for the purchase 
or sale of stamp collecting pub- 
lications of all kinds. 

Publications for sale by mem- 
bers can be listed in the REVIEW 
at the small cost of 15c per item. 
A price can be set, or coded ‘M. 
O.” (make offer) if the present 
market price is not known. As nu- 
merous publications are of limited 
editions, and infrequently offered, 
no established prices exist for ma- 


ny. 

Members seeking literature may 
also list their wants, at a cost 
of 10c per item. This may be for 
a handbook, a file of periodicals, 
a single back issue, catalogs, sup- 
plementary reference materials, or 
general headings such as ‘‘Wanted: 
literature on Holland.” 

In view of the fact that many 
stamp publications are of limited 
editions, some privately circulated, 
the unique facilities of the ‘‘Phil- 
atelic Literature Exchange’ has 
provided a very useful and worth- 
while service for members of the 
Association. 

The preparation of bilbiographies 
is a time consuming as well as a 
monotonous task. It also requires 
an exceptionally broad knowledge 
of the subject. An outstanding job 
has been done by Van Dyk Mac- 
Bride in providing ‘‘A Bibliography 
of Books and Articles on Confed- 
erate States Stamps and Postal 
History.”’ 

This first appeared in 1944, and 
a completely revised edition was 
published in 1950. Annual supple- 
ments are planned. Mr. MacBride 
is widely known as an author and 
authority on Confederate postal 
matters. This bibliography is a 
model for other specialized indexes 
(or indices, if you prefer), some

Everyone interested in stamp 
collecting in any way is sure to 
find the Association helpful in stim- 
ulating interest in philatelic studies, 
as well as to introduce other phas- 
es or sidelines of the hobby. 

A good proportion of our mem- 
bership are readers of Linns Week- 
ly Stamp News. We would like to 
add many more Linn subscribers 
to our membership. 

In learning our philosophy of 
‘know more about your stamps” 
and “stamp collecting is more than 
placing stamps in an album,” we 
believe as a result you will, indi- 
rectly, get even greater use and 
enjoyment from Linns Weekly 
Stamp News and from the other 
philatelic publications with which 
you are acquainted or become 
known to you in the future.

Announcement has been made 
that the Fleetwood engraved de- 
sign was selected-as the ‘‘official’’ 
cachet for First Day covers for the 
Ohio Sesquicentennial stamp.
